It's interesting that it took until 1985 for the gov't to declassify 
them, well after I owned my first R-390A....While this particular 
document applies to the -390, much of it also applies to the -390A with 


little or no revision.

4.2.3 Audio Circuits 

General Design 

The AF unit was designed to provide the required output within the 


specified distortion limits with a minimum of power drain. Provision is 
made for switching in suitable audio filters to give either a peaked 


frequency response at 800 CPS or a frequency response which cuts off 
sharply above 3500 CPS. 


First Audio Stage 


One half of a 12AU7 was chosen as the first audio amplifier. Operation 
with an unbypassed cathode reduces distortion and allows a greater input 
voltage swing. This is important because this tube is operated directly 
from the detector without an intervening gain control. It is so designed 
that the last IF amplifier tube will overload before the first audio 
stage begins to draw grid current.

Local Output 


One half of a 12AT7 grid is fed from the local gain control. Its plate 
is coupled to the grid of the 6AK6 local output tube. Negative feedback 
is employed from the plate of the 6AK6 to the cathode of the 12AU7 to 
reduce the output impedance. This negative feedback reduces the voltage 
gain considerably and in order to bring it up to a reasonable level a 
small amount of positive feedback is provided by making a fraction of 
the cathode resistors of the half 12AT7 and 6AK6 common to both tubes.

Line Output 


Originally, the line output tube was a 6AK6 triode-connected, but Signal 
Corps requirements for a -10 db position of the line meter switch 
necessitated 10db more available power which made it necessary to go to 
pentode connections for this tube. Connected between the line output 
transformer and the line is a 14 db pad. When 10 mw is delivered to the 
load, the tube is actually putting out 250 milliwatts. [note this is 
about 1/2 of the rated audio output of a 6AK6!] When the line meter 
switch is in the -10db position, the line meter is connected directly 
across the line output transformer secondary. Under this condition, the 
amount of power delivered to the line is 10 db less than indicated by 
the VU meter. When the line meter is in the © position, the VU meter 
reads the amount of power delivered to the line. Under this condition, 
the VU meter is connected to the output transformer through a 10 db pad. 
When the line meter is in the +10 position, the amount of power 
delivered to the line is 10 db more than that read by the meter. Under 
this condition a 20 db pad is inserted between the output transformer 
and the line meter.

Output Tube Decoupling Filter 


When a strong signal is tuned off to the side of the receiver 
selectivity curve, any random noise pulse is likely to set the receiver 
into a type of audio oscillation which depends on the presence of an 
external carrier for its maintenance. Audio is fed back from the output 
tubes to the B+ line which modulates this carrier. This is detected and 
fed to the audio and in this manner the oscillation maintains itself. 
Placing an extra decoupling filter between the output tube and B+ broke 
the feedback circuit and stopped the oscillation. However, temperature 
requirements of the receivers necessitated use of a paper capacitor in 
the decoupling filter and it was impossible to get one large enough in 
the available space to completely eliminate crosstalk between the line 
and local channel. 


Audio Output Impedance Tolerance 


The output impedance at the line output is 600 ohms +/- 10% at all 
times. This is well maintained due to the use of the precision 600 ohm 
pads in the line output channel. At the local output channel the output 
impedance varies over a somewhat wider range due to variations on 
feedback resistors, tubes, etc. On this channel a figure of 700 ohms +/- 
20% is attainable. [I don't fully understand why the output impedance of 
the audio channels was so significant that significant engineering 
compromises and some additional expense was added by Collins] 


Audio Output 


The local output is at least 500 maw at less than 10% distortion at 400 
CPS. Although originally the line output distortion was also within 
specs (3% at 10 mw)but the necessity of placing a -10 db position on the 
line meter switch results in a 10 db waste of power, which with the 
other 4 db waste required to make the VU meter reading correct, results 
in a distortion at line output which reaches a maximum of 5% under some 
conditions. [like, ALL conditions, guys!] 


That's all the pertinent info re: the audio circuitry. I've got a second 
document that details the reasons for using the 6DC6 as a first RF amp 
in the 390A and the overload and IMD characteristics of the mixers and 
IF strip; what Collins tried to do and what they really achieved. Rather 
interesting reading. I'll mail it down to you as I get the time to type 
it up.

Many thanks to all who responded to my earlier request for suggestions 
on eliminating the annoying hum in my 75A-3 audio. Once I stopped making 
assumptions and started making measurements, the problem was traced to 
inductive pickup on the grid of the audio preamp. The filter caps tested 
OK. I believe that as they age, the filter chokes generate larger fields 
in their vicinity; can anyone comment on this? 


The original return from the audio volume control to the preamp was 
shielded single-conductor wire. In order to minimize the insult to the 
magnificent engineering of this rcvr, I simply disconnected this wire at 
both ends and left it in place, then installed a new wire routed away 
from the chokes; it was not necessary to resort to twisted pair etc. 

In other words, the change is readily reversible (and documented in my 
manual!) 


I wanted to mention one easy test which might help to diagnose other 
cases like this one. The worst of the noise was produced by a narrow 
spike at the zero crossing of the AC input. Replacing the solid state 
rectifier with a 5Y3GT reduced the magnitude of this spike considerably. 
I think this is due to the very different characteristic curves of the 
two diode types. This seemed to be a pretty clear indication that the 
problem was related to (di/dt) and not to leakage or component failure.

Your description of this item got the ol'juices flowing this morning, 
and I got to wondering if it were at all either part of, or the same 


as one of the pieces we had on the "Sister Queens of the Great Lakes," 
the SS North American (WTBA) and the SS South American (WGCW), both 
owned and operated by the "Georgian Bay Line," officially the "Chicago, 
Duluth and Georgian Bay Transit Company. These ships (all-white, about 
300 feet long, quadruple expansion steam engines) were among the last 

of the cruise ships on the Great Lakes. I was Third Radio Officer (of 
three) on the North American, WTBA, in about 1960, close to the end of 
her life. The company basically ran itself bankrupt and ended up 
selling both boats (and I don't know about the hull of the "Alabama," 
which was rusting at harbor in Holland, Michigan) to the Merchant Marine 
Academy as training ships. The North American was taken down the Seaway 
(St. Lawrence Seaway, that is) under tow, encountered the fringes of a 
hurricane in the North Atlantic, parted the tow and sank (no one 
aboard) . 

The South American fared better and was apparently used by the academy 
as a training ship for some few years , altho I do not know her eventual 
demise. 


Making short story long: The AM frequencies allocated for use by 
the 
lake boats were really never very good for the purpose intended. With a 
calling and safety frequency at 2182 kHz and the legal requirement of 
only 100 watt INPUT transmitter 
in the pilot house, there were larege chunks of the lakes which were 
dead to radio. 


The Georgian Bay company recognized this (I think one of its 
officerrs 
was a ham as I recall), so we had more than the minimum legal comm. We 
had 
the 2182 kHz AM and about 4 or 5 working channels in that 2-4 mHz 
region, 
VHF up in about the 160 mHz region (excellent for ship-to-shore phone 
calls when within range of one of the shore stations), and of course the 
500 kHz CW, with working frequencies down in the 200-300 kHz range, and 
as 
I remember I think we were using A2, not Al... 


Anyway, for a couple of summers we had a Collins handset control 
added to the operating position which ran four (I think) channels SSB in 
that 2-8 mHz range, probably leaning more toward the latter. We were 
able to 
keep in touc with company offices with that, of course, much better than 
with 
100 watt input A3 down on 2182. 


Thanks for the memory jog, even though what you have might NOT be 
what we had. Short trip down Memory Lane.... :)

Gang, 


I got a nice (a 9 inside and out) some time ago and have been using it for a 
number of QSO's. Howver, today something happened and now it does not work 
as well. 


Before this problem came up here were the problems noted and are still there: 
1. The AVC on SSB did not seem to work very well. There is little 

difference between slow, medium, fast AVC and SSB makes a 

pumping sound unless you lower the RF gain. Years ago my 

HQ110/HC-10 pumped as well but slow AVC worked. 


2. The BFO must be set to + (9am) for CW and SSB. This appears to 
be a simple adjustment that is made as part of alignment and is 
fully described in the manual. 


3. The slot depth did not work and seemed to be disconnected. 
After something popped the following was noted... 


1. The receiver is noisy with no signals and stays noisy with 
signals. There is a difference between static crashes and the 
receiver noise. 


2. Loud signals on 80/75, 40, and 20 are still loud, but weaker 
signals seem to be very weak like a stage of RF went out. 160 
worked very well before and now the loud sigs on the Yaesu are 
S2 on the 170. 


3. The oscillator was quite stable after 30 minutes before but now 
seems to wobble and drift even after several hours. CW jumps 
out of the passband with .5Khz (kcs) and SSB/CW selected. 40 
Meter BC AM stations wobble as you tune over them in AM and 3 
Khz. A 75 SSB net drifted up 500HzZ each time I adusted the 


freq. (thank goodness for the + and - vernier tuning.) 
The clock looks good (white face) and works perfect! 


I plan on first checking all the tubes, then making a fast align of both the 
RF and IF as per the manual. Then I plan on checking tube pin voltages if I 
can find my tube test adapters (plug into the socket then plug tube into 
them and test pins are on the adapter). Will look carefully at the slot 
circuit and the AVC to see what additionally may be bad. Hope I find no 
mods! I do see a coax connector was added on the back and found out real 
quick this was was only connected to one side not both sides of the antenna. 


I have used this receiver for AM work on both 80 and 40. 


If you have any hints (I have not been inside an HQ170 in 30 years) please 
pass them on....

Fellow Firebottlists... 


Following up on my last post, where I found a broken 40m 
antenna coil while aligning the nice Mohawk I got from KDACPL, 
I have a happy end to the story. 


I carefully excised the 3 split pieces of ferrite from inside 
the coil form and the fourth piece that had fallen out the bottom. 
After several trial attempts, I did get the four pieces to fit together, 
however there was no way I was going to get the brass tuning shaft 
to fit inside these 4 broken fragments like it did before the break. 


I got some gel super glue and carefully glued the 4 pieces 
of ferrite back together, as closely as I could. It came out a kind 
of Frankensteins monster looking thing as I could not get them 
to align perfectly (keep in mind some of these pieces were smaller 
than a BB. The gel type super glue DID get the pieces back together 
securely however. 


Next, for the brass shaft...I balanced the shaft on top of the 
now whole coil slug, and mixed up a thick mixture of 5 minute 
epoxy, and made a fillet from the top of the slug to about 1/8" up the 
brass threaded shaft. I let this cure overnight, making sure that the 
shaft was parallel to the axis of the ferrite...or at least as close as I could 
make it. This morning, after a quick trip into the toaster oven at 200F 
for final curing, it was dry. 


The ferrite slug however, was not perfectly cylindrical, and would 
not fit in the coil form. Using a point file (remember when cars had 
points that could be filed?) I rounded up the gluing errors, and slight 
epoxy and superglue overruns until if fit easily into the form... discovery 


number one: Ferrite files quite easily. 


I just put the core back into the form, soldered the form back into 
place, and peaked the 40m antenna coil gently. It works perfectly!! 
Granted, this is a labor of love, and you'll have 2-3 hours in one 
component when you're through, but it WILL get you back on the air. 

The coil cares not that it's core is piecework..... 


Moral of the story. If you break a tuning core, save the pieces, lay 
off coffee and caffeine laden cokes for a couple hours, piece it 
together with gel super glue....FILE it round again, and you can 
save an irreplaceable part!

Yes, ferrite cores will be as good as new if you super-glue them back 
together. The whole point is that they are a very large number of 
extremely small peices of ferrite dust, in an insulating binder. 

Super glue is a fine insulating binder (when dry, it's pretty much the 
same thing as Plexiglas). 


I might try the non-gel type super-glue myself. This is one place 
where you want a tight bond, to avoid that filing. This presumes that 
you are lucky enough to get the core "out" in few enough peices to be 
able to put the puzzle together again!

Greetings all 


Earlier this week, a phone call to Radio TV Labs in the Chicago 
North Side turned up a lead for a SP600 JX26. I drove over 
yesterday to do some trading and hopefully get the rig. 


First of all, I have never visited R -TV-L but what a place! Radios, 
TVs, junk, stacked well above head level. There was only enuf 

space for one person to walk to the front counter at a time. 

Lots of Halicrafters of various vintages (including a Halicrafters 
TV), Collins gear, National, Atlas, Swan, etc... 


I still dont know how you would get to a rig on the other side of 
the room because of the mountain of gear to cross. 


Anyway, the rig in question was under a pile of misc stuff. It 

was in its cabinet and was pretty dirty. The cabinet was really 
scungy but thats what probably saved the receiver. It was operational 
but needed work. 


Anyway, some horse trading later, I lugged my new SP600IX26 
to my truck and headed home. 


The inner chassis was covered with grime and dirt. The front panel 

was likewise grimy and needed a cleaning. I plugged the set in 

and fired it up - it fired right up and showed very good sensitivity 
considering the antenna was a 6ft long piece of wire. The first 
observed items to address was a good cleaning. The S Meter 

was not operational - not sure if the meter is bad or the driver needs 
work. The BFO tune will rotate to -3kc but will only tune up to +1.5kc. 
It appears that something is impeeding the rotation. When switched 

on, the BFO injection is very weak. 


Today, I spent the whole day applying GOJO to the front panel which 
cleaned up very nicely - the paint job is in very good shape. Only 
a few nicks and scratches. The Tuning/bandspread bezels will need 
to be repainted since quite a bit of the black paint has flecked off. 


After the cleanup, Im sure that I will have to remove the front panel to 
clean and relube the gear drive. I dont plan to do this until I can get 
a manual - it looks rather complicated but not like the R390A! (I had 
the good sense to send my R390A off for restoration - I'll pass on 
taking that gear drive apart...) 


I was told that this was a military surplus SP600. On the tuning 
assembly was a red stamp that looked like sAc. Would this mean 
Strategic Air Command? On the cabinet, was painted some numbers 
and a price - $1025. I would guess this is the acquisition price?? 


All in all, I am very happy with the set and look forward to cleaning and 


restoring it. The fact that it worked quite well after being in storage for 
so long was very impressive. This will be a very fun work-in-progress 
project.

Fellow BA'ers, 


I just bought an R390 (non -A) and am having a good time working on it. 
The crystal oscillator module had been worked on many times and was very 
intermittent. You've heard of the Tennessee family (yes, I'm from 
Tennessee) which moved so often that every time a truck drove into the 
front yard all the chickens would lay down and cross their legs to be 
tied up? Well the bolts were just about jumping out of that module as I 
approached with a screwdriver. 


Found that during one of the many past disassembly's, two of the four 
mounting bolts through the large wafer switches had been left out, leaving 
the assembly prone to flexing when the module mounting bolts were tightened. 
The bolts were replaced with threaded rod and multiple nuts. The threaded 

rod could be slipped into the assembly without removing the driving gears. :-) 


As the rod was screwed into place, a nut was placed on each side of the 4 
layers of switch and plates. The switch wafers were then positioned so that 
the best wafer alignment was obtained for all 32 bands. A little Deoxit 
spray was applied and the assembly is rock solid now! 


The stability of this radio was surprizing. From room temp turnon to 
30 minute warmup it "drifts" just over 400 Hz. Is this as exceptional 
as I think or are all my other receivers really lousy??? 


This is a great receiver and I believe I like listening to it better than 
the R-390A. The tuning is smoother and it seems (to my non-golden-audio 
ears) to sound better. 


While looking for spare tubes, specifically for the 6082 voltage regulator 
tubes, I found some 6080 tubes which Sibley's Tube Lore indicates are the 
same as 6082's except for 24 v filaments. 


Then I remembered someone (was that you, Ben?) who bought an R390 with an 
extra 24 volt transformer attached to the back. Maybe someone replaced the 
6082's with 6080's and added the 24 volt transformer for the higher filament 
voltage requirement? 


Has anyone heard of doing this before? Seems like a reasonable thing to do 
if the supply of 6082's dries up or the price goes up any more.

Problem: R-391 that plays well electrically, but the KC counter doesn't 
change when the KC knob is changed. All the other things (slug racks) 
do appear to change with KC knob rotation. It appears that gear AA (on 
the KC shaft) doesn't mesh with YY (on Dial Zero shaft), and therefore 
the chain ZZ -> AAA -> BBB -> CCC (counter) doesn't rotate. 


Sub-Problem: The "one side green" indirect gear (or a spare) is mounted 
high and dry at the top of the RF section. This is needed to maintain 
synch when the RF module is pulled. 


I have a 391 manual copy, and am preparing to pull the panel to attack 
this. Any hints/cautions that aren't stated in the manual? I went into 
electronics (many many years ago) so that I wouldn't have to do all this 
mechanical stuff.......
